Influenza — Santa Cruz de Teneriffe. 

Influenza was reported present at Santa Cruz de Teneriffe in 
November and December, 1918, and during the first week in Janu- 
ary, 1919. The disease was reported prevalent in October, 1918, in 
the islands of Grand Canary, La Palma, and Teneriffe. 1 

CHINA. 

Pneumonic Plague — Shansi Province. 

Press information received under date of January 29, 1919, from 

Shanghai, shows the prevalence of pneumonic plague in Shansi 

Province. Seven villages were stated to be infected and 70 fatal 

cases were stated to have occurred in the Linghsien district to January 

17, 1919. 

CUBA. 

Restrictions Against New Orleans Removed. 

Quarantine circular of March 7, 1913, requiring vessels leaving 

New Orleans for ports in Cuba to exterminate their rats at intervals 

not longer than six months was repealed by order dated January 

29, 1919. 

DENMARK. 

Further Relative to Influenza — Copenhagen — Odense. 2 

Influenza has been reported in Denmark as follows: At Copen- 
hagen, during the two weeks ended January 25, 1919, 4,877 cases; 
at Odense, from November 24 to December 28, 1918, 2,731 cases,

During the three weeks ended December 22, 1918, 1,320 cases of 
influenza with 175 fatalities were reported at Lourenco Marques, 
Portuguese East Africa. 

SPAIN. 

Recurrence of Influenza — Barcelona. 3 

A recurrence of influenza was reported at Barcelona, Spain, Feb- 
ruary 21, 1919. The prevalence was stated to be equal in extent of 
area to that of the previous epidemic, but with less virulence of the 
disease. In October, 1918, 5,000 cases ef influenza were reported 
at Barcelona, with many fatalities.
